London. Feb. 6.— It it officially stated 
bere tbat tbe allies' offer to submit 
the method of treatment 6r their 
claims to arbitration is a concession 
which should facilitate rather than 
delay a speedy settlement of the Vene- 
zuelan affair. Tbe allies will raise 
the blockade as soon as the protocol 
embodying the arbitration agreement is 
signed and will not await the decision 
qt Tbe H^^e cpurt^ of arbitration or 
ttVt at ^reeM'e^ kooeerelt. 

At the German embassy, it is said 
that the blockade should be raised 
within a few days. Emphasis contin- 
ues to be laid on the contention that 
tbe point tbe allies now agree to arbi- 
trate is not prefcrontlal, l)iit separate 
treatment of their claim. In the (>vent 
of President Roosevelt declin:;i!; to 
arbitrate, which seems to be anticl- 
9ate<l, the alllea are willing immediate- 
ly to prepare the case for The Hague 
court of arbitration, the outline of 
which would be embodies In the pro- 
tocol with Venezuela, and upon Minis- 
ter Bowen paying the cash promised 
the in*otocol would be signed and the 
blockade withdrawn. These state- 
ments are all made on tl'e proviso that 
the previous arrangements between Mr. 
Bowen and the representatives of the 
alliea hoI<l good and that no coraplica- 
ttonn aHie, iinch m farther denaanda 
on the p«|t ,V«ieiueUL . 

Roosevelt Won't Act. 
Washington, Feb. 6. — It is learned 
frdb BSDfB^t in Ugh aathorit^ that 

President Roosevelt has expressed 
himself most emphatically against the 
renewed suggestion of the allied pow- 
en. that he act as arbiter in the Veno- 
Buelan dispute. It is understood that 
his determination in this matter is 
fixed and that he has ao informed both 
Minister Rowen and Indirectly the 
representatives of the other powers 
ooneened.

Between Bnvoy. Bowen ant), Britlih 
Ambassailor Iler1>ei^ 

Washington, Feb. 6. — Confirmation 
of the Ixjndon dispatch to the effect 
that Mr. Bowen and the British am- 
bassador, at their interview Monday, 
bad a somewhat heated argument, was 
obtained hero. Indeed, it is stated 
that should tbe character of ihe cable- 
grams tbat the British ambassador 
^as been sending to his government 
regarding the attltode of Minister 
Bowen, become public, the country 
would be furnished with sensational 
diplomat ie, incidents. It is the opin- 
ion of the Venezuelan negotiators other 
than the British ambasyador, tbat the 
latter Is directly responsible for the 
abrupt breaking off of negotiations 
with Mr. Howen. It is the opinion in 
official circles here tbat Minister Bow- 
en lus an absolute right, acting for 
Venesuela of course, to object to Presi- 
dent Roosevelt's acting as arbiter. To 
do so would cause pain to Mr. Bowen, 
whose admiration for Mr. Roosevelt is 
well known, but he feels obliged to 
keep well In mind the fact that he is 
here, not as an American, but as a 
representative of Venezuela. 

The British amba.ssador'8 conduct 
h^s resulted in several important de- 
tafls of tbe momentous conference 
Monday laat leaking out and these are 
now substantiated by the other nego- 
tiators present. It seems that when the 
British ambassador, who took the lead 
fA tbis conference, had finished read- 
' Uik the cablegram of Lord Lansdowne 
containing his last proposition for a 
20 and 10 »er cent, division of the cus- 
tom rocelpta of Porto Cabcllo ami I. a 
Guayra betwen tbe allies and the other 
claim natl'ons ri$speetlvely, Mr. Bowen 
tit once remiirked in an emphatic tone 
that the propos*.tion was but another 
scheme to trick Venezuela into abet 
ting an alliance against her, for six 
years, and probably longer. He added 
that he would not consent to any 
sdieme for oontlnaiog the triple al- 
liance one day Ip^gstr. thm j^e wfs 
forced to. 

',.'A diplomat stated afterward: "It 
was Mr. Bowen, who exploded the 
bombshell the moment the proposition 
was made. Charges that Great Britain 
was endeavoring secretly to continue 
her alliance with Germany, Were re- 
sented by tbe British ambassador 
'thotigh he showM no ill feeling at the 
tohferenee. After the confernc, ft Is 
said, he sent a cablegram to London 
stating that he was displeiised with 
the conduct of Mr. Bowen and tbat if

Tbe pipe line 
crosses tbe Cincinnati Snutbern railway 
at Somerset, Ky., and tbe Louisville and 
Nashville at London, Ky. Oil well in- 
terests look for a great movement of oil 
men to tbis locality during the coming 
spring and summer, and a period of great 
activity is in sight for the dsvebpment 
of Kentucky's oil wells.

Smelters Tied Up. 
Tucson. Ariz., Feb 6.— Five of the 
smelters of the Cananea Copper com- 
pany have shut down, owing to a 
strike on the narrow gabge railroad 
which brinRS all the ores from the 
mines to the smelters. The strike of 
the small road men has been brewing 
for some montha. The management 
has been able to keep the smeltors 
running only by iiromisiriL,' to iiieicase 
the wages of miners from $3.50 to $4 
per day and firemen from |3 to $3.60 
per day. The men demanded the in- 
crease, the company refused and the 
strike resulted. 



FIETEEN HUNDEED OUT. 

Rioting Indulged In by Striking 
Street Railway Rmployea. 

Moptreal, Fob. 6— Rioting wns in- 
dulged in by the striking cmployis of 
tbe Montreal street railway and their 
sympathisers. A car waa wrecked less 
than two hours after a mass meeting 
at which the action of the union in or- 
dering a general strike was endorsed. 
More than 1 1<i<» stii I't railway em- 
ployes attended the meeting and an 
equal number of their friends waited 
outside the hall to hear the result of 
their deliberations. The news that a 
general strike bad been rieelared was 
received with cheers. Word was 
passed around that a car was running 
on one of the principal atreets. A 
crowd of strikers and their friends 
went to meet It. When the car reached 
the corner It was met with a volley 
of stones. The niotonnan was roughly 
bandied and forced to leave the car. 
The mob hurled stones and bricks at 
the car, completely wrecklns It. A 
hurry call was sent for the police. A 
patrol wagon was loaded with officers 
and despatched to the acene of the 
riot, bat before they arrived, thw erowd 
had dispersed. Later a motorman who 
attempted to run out of the barn w.is 
assaulted and so badly injured that in 
all probability he will die. A majority 
of the strikers are French Cusdtons.

Washington, Feb. 6. — In the senate 
a conference was agreed to on tbe gen- 
eral staff bill and Messrs. Coekrell, 
Queries and Foraker were appointed 
conferees. A bill was passed author- 
ising tbe construction of a brttfge 
across the Missouri river between the 
city of Chamberlln, in Bruce county, 
and I yman county, S. D. 

The reaolution of Mr. Morgan call- 
ing OB the secretary of the navy for 
all reports and correspondence regard* 
Ing the military occupation of the baya 
of Panama and Colon was laid before 
tbe senate. Mr. Morgan explained the 
object of tbe resolution and aaid that,

Mr. Law- 
rence (Mass.), the Urst speaker on the 
sntl truat bill, said he heartily sup- 
ported the measure. He took Issue 
with the slatiTiii'iit of the distin- 
guished statesman (Senator .Morgan of 
Alabama) in a recent interview that 
neither party waa in earneat upon this 
question. On the contrary, he believed 
that both parties were slncendy de- 
sirous of properly controllinj; and reg- 
ulating trusts Mr. Henry (Texas) 
said be was not an extremist. He did 
hot desire to wage war on the lejrftt- 
mafe corporations, but he did believe 
tbat monopolies and trusts could be 
and should be outlawed.

While some sort of elevator 
service was "ffected by the building 
manat'ors in nt irlv every instance, the 
support being uiv 'u the strikers by the 
coal teamsters threatens to leave the 
buildings in darkness and without heat 
unless a speedy sttlenenf is nrranped

Inn a whole family," saya the health cir- 
cular, "l)ecauae one of its members has 
•mall'poz ia almoat ipbumaa." The ac- 
eaptad, nnaaaaHabla, Qp>to>dala matfaod 
is to tumble a whole family of "suspecta" 
into a pest-hooae,— a procedure which 
may not ba ch ara ata ri aad aa "inhuman," 
but it is scarcely humane. The "anti- 
quated" methods have done good service 
io thair day ; at a time, too, when there 
waa no question aa to the character of 
the epidemic that prevailed. 

"A generation of medical men haa 
grown np," saya Dr. McOormack, "that 
narer aaw a ease of the diteaae." We 
have tlie aeaur.^nce of the board, liow- 
ever, that the prevalent malady ia the 
orlRlnal and gennina amall'iKn; and 
that, while we may be paying pretty 
high for it, there is nothint; spurious in 
the article we get. It is not an imported 
"itch," but plain old-fashioned, domestl 
cated small-pox. Knowing this, we 
know precisely what to do. 

Everywhara and alwaya, for a hundred 
years or more, vaccination, under proper 
conditions, has arreRted the ravages of 
small-pox even in its moat virulent form. 
Tba National Gorernmant nndentands 
thia, and vaccinates wherever it goes. 
Vaccination, like education, follows the 
flag. Ware thia not ao, vaat populations 
would succumb to the ravajtee of epi- 
demic disease in one of its most destruc- 
tive forms. 

Let us be thankful, then, that it is 
with "small-pox" we have to deal. The 
Jenoerean method of vaccination, though 
■omewhat antiquated, will infallibly ar- 
raat the spread of thia disease. There 
are dt adlitr contaRiona which it will not 
aifacl. But the contagion of small-pox is 
the only one to be eonaidered now, and 
tlie preventives measure which is known 
to be promptly and permanently effec- 
tive, slionld bo adopted at onoa. 

If Dr. McOormack's estimate br> cor- 
rect for the State at large, very probably 
thara are aeveral thousand unvaccinated 
persons in this town. We will say four 
thousand. The cost of vaccinating a 
thousanH persons would not exceed three 
hundred doUara. An apirroj)riation o/I^K) 
a month for foar montha, if judiciously 
expended, would render the entire pop- 
ulation practically small-pox proof. But 
the work must be systematically done,— 
not under the stimulus of a "rush" order, 
but with the utmost deliberation and 
oara.
